Efforts to Move 1.5 
Million Birds 


According to Thurman W. Booth, State Supervisor, Division of 


Wildlife Service, the cooperative program to rid the City of Hope 
of 1V4 million blackbirds, robins and starlings has proved to be 
very successful. 


On Monday evening the birds were disbursed from their 


original roosting site, using exploding shells, broadcasted alarms 
and distress calls. Several of the broadcast units were played 
from moving vehicles and two of them were mounted on Honda 
Trail Bikes and played within the roost. 


The brids responded by dividing into groups and choosing two 


roost sites for the night. On Tuesday morning and again Tuesday 
evening, disturbance was made at these sites as well as the 
original roosting place. This harrasament seemed to be more 
than the birds could stand and the roost has now moved outside 
the city limits. 


It is important that the birds are not disturbed during the first 


few weeks that they occupy this new rural roost site. A few birds 
may be seen staging or attempting to roost in town. Any citizen 
that hasa few birds on their property in town should make some 
noise. This will encourage them to join the large group out of 
town where they will create no problem. 


Mr. Booth stated the cooperation that they received from the 


CUy Manager's Office, the Police Department, The Cooperative 
Extension Service, and the Arkansas Game and Fish Com- 
mission made this successful program possible. It speaks well for 
this community when this many agencies and individuals can 
cooperate in solving a problem of mutual interest.

SAIGON (AP) — Five Ameri- 


cans were reported killed in ac- 
tion last week and 47 were re- 
ported wounded, the U.S. Com- 
mand said today in its weekly 
casualty summary. 


It was the 14th week in suc- 


cession that fewer than 10 com- 
bat deaths were reported. The 
previous week two Americans 
were reported killed in action. 


Eleven Americans died last 


week from nonhostile causes 
the command said. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand said 221 government 
troops were killed and 497 were 
wounded last week, about the 
same as the week before. The 
allied commands reported kill- 
ing 803 enemy, 71 less than the 
total claimed the week before.

In 1950, Florida had the same 


number of congressional dis- 
tricts as Iowa and Kentucky, 
trailing 17 states in the number 
of districts. By 2000, Florida 
will have 23 districts, trailing 
only California, New York and 
Texas. 


Lehne says Arizona 
and 


Texas will have gained four 
congressmen each in the 50 
years between 1950 and the end 
of the century; Maryland, three 
and Colorado two. Six states 
will have gained two or more 
congressional districts in the 
same period. 


Although growth in congres- 


sional representation has been 
concentrated in two states, loss- 
es will be more widely dis- 
persed. 


New York, which lost four 


congressmen since 1950, will 
drop another six by 2000 and 
Pennsylvania will match its to- 
tal of five fewer representa- 
tives over the last 20 years with 
the loss of another five in the 
next 30. 


Iowa and West Virginia will 


have lost four congressmen in 
the 50-year period. Seven other 
states will have three fewer, 
and five additional states each 
will be apportioned two fewer 
districts in 2000 than they had 
received in 1950.

Conviction of 
Priest Reversed

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


contempt conviction of the Rev. 
James Groppi by the Wisconsin 
legislature in 1969 was reversed 
7 to 0 today by the Supreme 
Court. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 


ger said the punishment, with- 
out hearing the militant priest, 
violated constitutional 
proce- 


dures. The fact that Groppi was 
held in contempt two days after 
his allegedly contemptuous con- 
duct was a major factor in the 
court's ruling. 


Groppi was held in contempt 


by the Wisconsin Assembly Oct. 
1, 1969, for his part in a welfare 
demonstration that blocked the 
legislature for about 12 hours 
two days earlier. At the time 
the 
resolution 
was 
passed 


Groppi was in thr Dane County 
jail 
on 
disorderly 
conduct 


charges arising from the same 
incident. 


The contempt resolution was 


adopted 
without 
giving 
the 


priest an opportunity to present 
a defense. 


Burger 
said: 
"We 
have 


stated time and again that rea- 
sonable notice of a charge and 
an opportunity to be heard in 
defense before punishment is 
imposed are basic in our sys- 
tem of jurisprudence." 


At such a hearing, Burger 


said, the accused might estab- 
lish a case of mistaken identity 
or, for example, defend himself 
as mentally incompetent. 


The chief justice hinted that 


the contempt judgment might 
have been approved by the 
court had the Wisconsin Assem- 
bly acted immediately upon the 
demonstration

before they even start.

bers of the International Olym- 
pic headquartered in the chat- 
eau. They're looking for viola- 
tors of the stringent Olympic 
eligibility rule that says no ath- 
lete can be tied up with adver- 
tising. 


The rule, aimed at keeping 


the Games "clean, pure and 
honest" and strictly amateur, 
was proclaimed by the IOC's 
president, 84-year-old Chicago 
industrialist 
A very Brundage, 


when it went into force last 
spring. 


Although it was approved by 


all 74 IOC members, it has 
touched off 
a searing con- 


troversy 
unparalleled 
in the 


modern Olympics 80-year his- 
tory.

the world's top skiers from the 
Sapporo Games, scheduled to

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vol- 


untary enlistments fell below 
the armed services objectives 
during the last half of 1971, a 
time when the draft was taking 
very few men. 


This could spell trouble for 


Nixon administration hopes of 
ending the draft and changing 
to an all-volunteer force by 
mid-1973. 


The coming months should in- 


dicate whether about $3 billion 
in new military pay boosts will 
attract enough additional volun- 
teers. These boosts became ef- 
fective too late to have any sig- 
nificant impact on recruitment 
totals in 1981. 


Pentagon figures show that 


the services recruited 195,300 
new men in the July-December 
period, about 17,000 fewer than 
their objective. 


Selective Service calls totaled 


only 10,000 during that same 
six-month span, so there was 
only light draft pressure on 
young men to enlist in the serv- 
ice of their choice. 


Some senior military officers 


and congressional critics of the 
concept contend an all-volun- 
teer force is an unpractical 
goal, that more money and im- 
provements in the quality of 


tservtc« life will not do .the 
trick. 


The Navy led the way toward 


improving military life by re- 
laxing rules on hair and dress, 
eliminating make-work prac- 
tices and otherwise updating 
conditions under which sailors 
live and work. 


Yet the Navy scored poorest 


among the services in recruit- 
ing during the last half of 1971. 
Its goal was 53,700 men, but the 
Navy signed up only 44,600. 


The Army, which also has 


•tressed reform from old ways, 
failed by 6,300 to meet its ob- 
jective of 82,600. The Army im- 
plied this was because it "em- 
phasized improvements in the 
number of high school gradu- 
ates and upper mental groups." 


The Marine Corps, which has 


refused to budge from its tradi- 


tional tough training and stand- 
ards, did better than both the 
Army and the Navy. It missed 
its recruiting goal by only 1,200 
men, signing on 26,700 volun- 
teers. 


The Air Force did best. It 


came within 300 of its objective 
of 48,000 recruits. 


Congressional budget-cutting 


has forced the Pentagon to 
slash military manpower by an 
extra 114,000 men before next 
July. Because of this unusually 
drastic short-term cutback, the 
Pentagon probably will be able 
to suspend or keep low its draft fare vnMema< but that they are 
calls for several months.

may find itself forced to rely 
more heavily on the draft in 
the last half of this year and 
beyond unless the voluntary en- w/eems said 
listment trend turns upward.

fect could lead to separation of 
the center section of the wheel 
from the rim. 


Under prolonged operation, 


General Motors said, "an ex- 
cessive wheel wobb'.e, shake or 
noise could indicate impending 
wheel separation.'

Red Student 
Leaving of 
Own Accord

NEW YORK lAP) - A Rus- 


sian exchange student who 
slashed his throat and wrists at 
Kennedy airport last Sunday 
flew home today after a six- 
hour diplomatic tug-of-war end- 
ed with U.S. officials convinced 
that he was leaving of his own 
accord. 


"It is my judgment that he is 


'. going of his own free will," 
said Samuel Zutty, investigator 
for the U.S. Immigration Serv- 
ice, after he and other U.S. offi- 
cials interviewed Merab Ku- 
rashvily, 36, at the airport ear- 
ly today. 


The U.S. authorities had de- 


layed the scheduled 8:30 p.m. 
departure of the Soviet Aeroflot 
airliner for six hours while in- 
sisting they be allowed to talk 
to Kurashvily. Soviet officials 
said the plane would not depart 
without the student. 


Minutes after the interview 


was completed, Kurashvily, a 
tall man wearing a brown 
sheepskin, pile-lined coat with a 
brown scarf pulled high to cov- 
er a bandage on his throat, 
walked to the departure gate 
accompanied by a number of 
security personnel. 


With his hands thrust deep in 


his pocket and his head down, 
Kurashvily made no reply to 
the shouted questions from a 
crowd of newsmen as he moved 
toward the plane. The airliner 
departed at 2:37 a.m. 


After he slashed himself on 


Sunday, Kurashvily was taken 
to Jamaica Hospital in Queens 
by Port Authority police. He re- 
portedly told them he did not 
want asylum but had slashed 
himself "because I did not like 
myself at the time." 


Kurashvily and another Rus- 


sian student had left Berkeley, 
Calif., where they were attend- 
ing the University of California, 
after a food store manager ac- 
cused them of shoplifting. The 
charges were later dropped, 
but they said they were humili- 
ated. 
, Soviet officials picked up Ku- 
£•ashvily after he was treated at 
the hospital and took him to the 
Soviet mission to the United 
Nations.

He also said he 
would meet property ownership 
requirements by buying some 
land in the county. 


Dougherty said he missed his 


classes Wednesday at McClellan 
High School in order to make 
tie announcement from the 
steps of the state Capitol. "I 
guess I'll get an unexcused ab- 
sence (from school)," he said. 


He said he would run for the 


position held by Lester Hosto, 
the board president who has 
said he will seek re-election. He 
said he chose the position sim- 
ply because it- was one that is 
up for election this year and not 
because of anti-Hosto feelings. 


Dougherty said he expected 


some voters to laugh "when 
they hear an 18 year old is run- 
ning," but he said he could win 
if he could convince the voters of 
his serious intention. 


He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 


W. A. Dougherty Jr. Mrs. 
Dougherty, whose husband is 
the service manager of a Little 
Rock equipment company, ac- 
companied her son to the Capi- 
tol, but stayed away from the 
limelight. 


"It's his idea," she told a 


newsman. "He has always been 
interested in elections. I thought 
at first that he was kidding, but 
he is real serious about it." 


She said she and her husband 


were surprised when their son 
first revealed his plans, but that 
he had their backing. 


Young Dougherty said he was 


running principally because 
"I'm tired of our schools getting 
all bad publicity. I think our 
schools are better than that." 


He said he wanted job securi- 


ty and better salaries for teach- 
ers. He said he supported pub- 
lic hearings on school budget 
matters so the,, taxpayers will 
know how their money is spent. - 
He said students should have a 


• voice in planning the curriculum 
of the district. 


He questioned a proposed dis- 


trict bond.refinancing plan. He 
said he was opposed to busing 
"just to achieve racial bal- 
ance," adding that he was a 
strong believer in neighborhood 
schools. 


"Every child should have 


equal educational opportunities, 
but racial balance should be 
achieved through housing and 
not through busing," Dougherty 
said. 


He charged that teachers, stu- 


dents and taxpayers in the dis- 
trict "often had to take second 
place to the administration." 


"I think it is time that these 


groups have fair representation 
on the board," he said. 


The sports editor of his school 


newspaper and a fullback on the 
McClellan football team, Dough- 
erty said he was interested in 
politics, but probably would seek 
a journalism degree in college 
and then perhaps attend law 
school. He said he maintinaed a 
B average on his last grade re- 
port. 


Dougherty said his teachers 


gave his candidacy a generally 


favorable response but that his 
principal, John C. Sturgeon, in- 
dicated he didn't thLdt much of 
the idea. 


Asked if he thought more 


youths should run for office, he 
replied: "Yes, sir, if they are 
really

On other matters, he said that

There is some evi- 
dence now that people who 
have high levels of blood 
pressure are more likely to 
h a v e this problem. Other 
people develop senility be- 
cause of basic changes in 
how the brain cells function. 
We still don't know much 
about that yet—or at least 
not enough to prevent senil- 
ity or to treat it properly. 


There is also some evi- 


dence that drinking appre- 
ciable amounts of alcohol 
leads to earlier changes in 
the brain and senility. 


About the best that can be 


recommended at present to 
heip prevent this problem is 
"good clean living" which 
means moderation or abstin- 
ence from alcohol, too much 
food, rich foods high in fats, 
cigarettes and getting proper 
exercise.

smart bombs are unable to 
zoom around hilltops or crawl 
around corners, but they are 
able to knock out such difficult 
targes as narrow road inter- 
sections, bridges, dams, tunnels 
and supply caches which often 
defy destruction with con- 
ventional bombs or air-to- 
ground missiles. 


Essentially, smart bombs are 


conventional iron bombs of 750, 
1,000 or 2,000 pounds equipped 
with either a laser guidance kit 
or electro-optical 
(TV) kit. 


They differ from missiles in 
that they have no propulsion 
system other than gravity and 
the speed of release. 


With the laser-guided bomb, 


the forward air controller spots 
the target with a laser beam, 
an intense narrow cone of light. 
Reflected radar radiation off 
the target is picked up by a 
second plane which dives into 
attack, locks onto the target 
electronically and pitches its 
bomb onto the laser beam. A 
guidance seeker on the bomb 
nose rides the beam home. 


Pilots armed with the electro- 


optical or TV guided bomb pick 
up the target on a five-inch 
television screen in their cock- 
pit. 


Similar to a standard 8TV 


camera, the optical seeker in 
the bomb's nose locks onto the 
target and automatically guides 
the weapon to impact, steered 
on the way by a guidance con- 
trol system which maneuvers 
the tail fins much like the tail 
assembly on an airplane. 


Although reported to be high- 


ly accurate, the smart bombs 
can be used only in good weath- 
er when the target can be 
sighted 
visually 
by 
pilots. 


Smart bombs are not intended 
as a replacement 
for con- 


ventional bombs which still see 
heavy usage in nighttime raids, 
in bad weather and against 
larger targets where pinpoint 
accuracy is unnecessary. 


Air Force officials estimated 


that smart bombs accounted 
for less than one per cent of the 
800,000 tons of aerial munitions 
dropped in Indochina in 1971. 


Young Hijacker 
as Crew Runs Away 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) - A 


young gunman who told a fel- 
low passenger "I work for the 
devil and I'm going straight to 
hell and take everyone with 
me" commandeered a jetliner 
in a dramatic hijacking effort 
that ended with the crew mak- 
ing a mad scramble for free- 
dom. 


The hijacker had demanded 


$1 million and two parachutes 
and indicated he wanted to go 
fly to South America where he 
planned to bail out into the 
jungle. 


"We got a chance to run and 


we ran like hell," said Capt. 
Tom Hill, who along with six 
other crew members escaped 
from the Braniff 727 jetliner 
following nearly seven hours of 
captivity on a remote runway 
at the Dallas airport. 


Air piracy charges were to be 


filed today against Billy Eu- 
gene Hurst, 22, of Mesquite, 
Tex., who was arrested without 
resistance about 30 minutes alt- 
er the crew made their break 
for freedom. 
, * The. hijacker,. armed .with, A . 
,22-caliber pistol and carrying a 
small travel bag which he said 
contained dynamite, took con- 
trol of the plane and its 94 pas- 
sengers on a flight from Hous- 
ton to Minneapolis. 


Only clothing and ammuni- 


tion for the pistol were found 
later. 


The hijacker allowed the pas- 


sengers to debark after the 
plane landed at Dallas, but the 
crew was held in the plane. 


Donald Roberts of Mission, 


Kan., a sales manager for the 
Remington electric shaver com- 
pany, was sitting by the hijack- 
er during the flight. 


Roberts said the hijacker had 


asked him who he worked for 
and when he replied, the young 
man said: "I work for the devil 
and I'm going to go straight to 
hell and take everyone with me." 


Stewardess Pat Hampton said 


the hijacker took pills through- 
out the six hours and 50 min- 
utes the jetliner sat at the air- 
port. He later told authorities 
he used marijuana and had 
"tried heroin once." 


Hill, the pilot, said another 


stewardess brought him a note 
from the hijacker while the 
plane was en route to Dallas 
from Houston. 


The hijacker, in addition to 


the money and parachutes, de- 
jnanded that a jungle survival 
kit, maps, and a .357 magnum 
pistol be brought to the air- 
liner. 


Hill said Hurst indicated he 


wanted to bail out over the 
jungle, make his way to Bo- 
gota, Columbia, and join up 
with friends.
